Chechen warlord claims Moscow 
ai rport attack

MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
The leader of Islamist militants 
in Russia’s North Caucasus 
claimed last month's bombing 
of Moscow's main airport as 
President Dmitry Medvedev 
fired a raft of security officers 
over the attack. 

Doku Umarov, the head of a 
Chechnya-based rebel group 
that aims to enforce Islamic 
rule, also issued a chilling 
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warning of more suicide strikes 
in a video two weeks after the 
attack at Domodedovo airport 
which killed 36 people. 

"This special operation was 
carried out on my orders," said 
the bearded militant in a video 
posted on the Kavkaz Centre 
website which is the main chan¬ 
nel for messages by North Cau¬ 
casus rebels. 

"God willing, these special 
operations will be carried out in 
the future," said the leader of 
the Caucasus Emirate rebel 
group. 

Umarov, whom Russian 
special forces have repeatedly 
tried and failed to kill over the 
last few years, was shown 
wearing a black skullcap and 
khaki military fatigues, appar¬ 
ently speaking from inside a 
tent. 

Umarov last year also 
claimed the suicide attacks on 
the Moscow metro in March 
carried out by female suicide 


bombers that killed 40 and 
wounded dozens during the 
morning rush hour. 

He said the January 24 air¬ 
port attack staged at the interna¬ 
tional arrivals hall was aimed at 
avenging Russia's crimes in the 
North Caucasus region and 
warned Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin future attacks 
could be even deadlier. 

Umarov called on Russia to 
prevent more bloodshed and 
"leave the Caucasus", a region 
where Russian rule dates back 
to the Tsarist era. 

The Kremlin has repeatedly 
said giving up the Caucasus and 
negotiating with "terrorists" 
was not an option. 

He was known as an ally of 
notorious rebel chief Shamil 
Basayev, who claimed to have 
led dozens of bloody attacks, 
including the infamous 2004 
Beslan school hostage siege 
that killed over 330 people, 
most of them children. 


Rio Tinto in $1 bn Australia, 
Canada iron ore plan

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Mining giant Rio Tinto an¬ 
nounced that it will invest 
more than one billion dollars 
at the group's existing iron 
ore operations in Australia 
and Canada. 

"Rio Tinto has approved a 
$933-million investment to 
extend the life of the Maran- 
doo iron ore mine by 16 years 


to 2030," the London-based 
resources giant said in a 
statement. 

The Marandoo mine is 
part of the Anglo-Australian 
miner's large operations in 
Western Australia's Pilbara 


region. 

At the same time, Rio 
Tinto said it has agreed to in¬ 
vest more cash in its Cana¬ 
dian iron ore joint venture. 

"Rio Tinto has given the 
go-ahead to a further $277 
million investment (Rio Tinto 
share $163 million) in the 
next phase of a project that 
will ultimately raise the Iron 
Ore Company of Canada's 
concentrate production ca¬ 
pacity by 40 percent to 26 
million tonnes per year." 

The Iron Ore Company of 
Canada is the nation's biggest 
iron ore producer and is 58.7- 
percent owned by Rio Tinto. 


Egypt protests draw biggest 
crowd yet 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of demon¬ 
strators flooded Cairo's iconic 
Tahrir Square and towns across 
Egypt yesterday in the biggest 
show of defiance to Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak 
since the revolt began. 

In Cairo, the immense 
crowd hailed as a hero a 
charismatic cyberactivist and 
Google executive whose Face- 
book site helped kickstart the 
protest movement on January 
25 and who has since been de¬ 
tained and held blindfolded for 
12 days. 

AFP journalists overlook¬ 
ing the square confirmed it was 
the biggest gathering yet in a 
movement which began on 
January 25. Many protesters 
carried the symbols of the In¬ 
ternet social networks Face- 
book and Twitter, which have 
become vital mobilising tools 
for the opposition thanks to on¬ 
line campaigners like Google 
executive Wael Ghonim. 

"I like to call it the Face- 
book Revolution but after see¬ 
ing the people right now, I 
would say this is the Egyptian 
people's revolution. It's amaz¬ 
ing," he said, "Egyptians de¬ 
serve a better life. Today one 
of those dreams has actually 
come true, which is actually 
putting all of us together and as 
one hand believing in some¬ 
thing." 

Ghonim has become a hero 
to many in the protest move¬ 
ment, having started one of its 


Facebook sites and having 
been seized by the regime on 
January 27. 

Earlier, the regime had is¬ 
sued a decree forming a com¬ 
mittee to oversee constitutional 
changes ahead of elections due 
later this year. 

The vice president has 
begun meeting representatives 
of some opposition parties — 
including the powerful Muslim 
Brotherhood, but not some of 
the street protest groups — to 
draw up plans for a democratic 
transition. 

Mubarak has vowed not to 
stand for re-election in Sep¬ 
tember, but opposition groups 
say any vote to replace the 82- 
year-old strongman would not 
be fair under Egypt's current 
constitution. 

While larger crowds gather 
daily to protest, several thou¬ 
sand occupy Tahrir Square day 
and night, sleeping under plas¬ 
tic sheets or under army tanks. 

This week, Mubarak tried 
to buy time, pledging to raise 
public sector wages by 15 per¬ 
cent and ordering a probe into 
deadly violence that has left at 
least 300 people dead in the 
course of 15 days of protests. 

Western capitals have gen¬ 
erally stopped short of calling 
for Mubarak to go, urging in¬ 
stead cautious reforms, but 
French Defence Minister Alain 
Juppe said it was now time to 
"bet on the emergence of dem¬ 
ocratic forces."

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Op Ed - The advantages 
of investing in an annual 
Aruba International 
Film Festival

Aruba’s Ministry of Tourism 
conducted a press conference 
yesterday morning to announce 
there will most definitely be a 
second Aruba International 
Film Festival, (and funds are al¬ 
ready committed for a third) 
taking place this year from June 
10 to 16. 

Some may wonder at the 
government’s investment of 
2.7 million Aruban florins over 
three years, or $500,000 per 
festival, and question if what it 
brings to the island is worth 
spending. Aruba Tourism Au¬ 
thority CEO Ronella Tjin 
Asjoe-Croes was present for 
the announcement, stating that 
analysis proved 1000 addi¬ 
tional visitors came here 
specifically for the AIFF, and 
this is expected to grow. Not 
overly impressive at first 
glance, but the fact Aruba can 
offer the additional incentive, 
when some may be weighing 
their options between vaca¬ 
tioning here or another island, 
of being face to face with an A- 
list media celebrity (or several) 
and possibly garnering a per¬ 
sonal autograph can certainly 
be considered an added benefit 
of hosting the event. Others 
perhaps have already decided 
to visit Aruba, but cannot de¬ 
cide exactly when, and the 
AIFF schedule is aimed at bol¬ 
stering what is usually a “slow 
time” for Aruba. The first fes¬ 
tival had not much time to es¬ 
tablish these advantages, but it 
did lay the groundwork for this 
year’s event. 

Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 
port and Labor, Otmar Oduber, 
reported that the AIFF wel¬ 
comed over 45 international 
journalists from around the 
world, and continuous cover¬ 
age appeared in more than 400 
publications. Such media ex¬ 
posure would normally cost 
well over $2 million to pur¬ 


chase, so this is an excellent re¬ 
turn on the cost of staging the 
event. The ministry and AIFF 
founders and co-producers, 
Jonathan Vieira and Guiseppe 
Cioccarelli, acknowledge the 
role of their private sponsors, 
Paseo Herencia Mall, The Ci¬ 
nemas, Aruba Airport Autho¬ 
rity, Hyatt Regency Resort, 
AHATA Tiara Air, Harry Win¬ 
ston and Aruba Trading Com¬ 
pany along with many others 
in making this possible; it is 
this continued public/private 
effort which allows Aruba to 
be aggressive with events 
which will be “high profile” in 
the international media. 

Are people paying atten¬ 
tion? A good example is seeing 
the place Aruba has taken in 
media that actually has nothing 
to do with coverage of the is¬ 
land. In an episode aired on 
January 26 of the popular and 
long-running series, “Criminal 
Minds,” which was titled “The 
Thirteenth Step,” a young cou¬ 
ple on a killing spree spoke re¬ 
peatedly of running off “to 
Aruba and living by the sea.” 
When they were cornered at 
the end of the show with a 
hostage, they were asked their 
demands, which included 
“tickets to Aruba.” The island’s 
name comes up in books, TV 
shows and movies continually, 
almost on a daily basis, and 
even news reports not about the 
island, but wherever a quick 
and recognizable reference is 
needed for an “island paradise” 
that is considered a fantasy es¬ 
cape. In this way, the AIFF is 
akin to throwing a stone in the 
water, with the ripples spread¬ 
ing far and wide; it keeps the 
island in the spotlight among 
not only potential tourists, but 
those who follow and function 
on media events, then propa¬ 
gate the mystique.

In my counseling practice 
one of the situations I en¬ 
counter a lot is people com¬ 
ing for help with some bad 
relationship situation. They 
want relief from an emotion¬ 
ally stressful and exhausting 
relationship. Sometimes it is 
a marital relationship, or a 
friendship relation- ship, and 
quite often it is a relationship 
on the job with a colleague or 
with an employer. They usu¬ 
ally come in for help when 
they’re almost at whit’s end 
corner, and are emotionally 
drained. They expect me to 
have a miracle pill or some¬ 
thing to solve the problem 
immediately. 

I understand completely 
and do empathize with them. 
I know what it is to have 
someone working on your 
nerves and pushing your lim¬ 
its. Let me share with you 
some of the advice I offer my 
clients when they present 
with such a situation. Before 
I give you this advice, let me 
hasten to say that there are, 
thank God, some very good 
and healthy relationships, re¬ 
lationships that are positive 
and which elevate your 
mood. There are those people 
who come into your life 
bringing you smiles, laughter, 
encouragement and general 
wellbeing. 

Then there are those who 
drain your emotions, they 
suck optimism and serenity 
right out of your very being. 
They not only drain your 
physical energy, but more 
devastatingly they drain your 
very spirit. Sometimes it is so 
bad that they would make 
you believe you’re unworthy 
and unlovable and make you 
feel terrible about yourself. 
For example, your friend 
meets you and greets you 
with...”so, you have put on 
some weight.” And, of course 
you’re not happy to hear such 
words, especially after what 
you’ve been doing to try to 
loose the weight. 

Now, let’s go back to my 
advice on how to deal with 
those stressful and demean¬ 
ing relationships. 

When you wake up every 
morning you must decide to 
protect your energy that day, 
to protect your self from 
those people who will drain 
your energy. In order to do 
this, you will need to know 
who these people are. You 
should be able to recognize 
them right off. Here’s my

summarized list of those 
mood-draining people and 
what you can do to overcome 
them: 

1. The Narcissist: This 
type of person has a chronic 
“me first” attitude. Every¬ 
thing revolves around them. 
To them no one is more im¬ 
portant than them. They have 
an out of proportion sense of 
self-importance and they 
crave every- one’s attention 
and admiration. These people 
can be dangerous to you be¬ 
cause they have no empathy, 
no sense of guilt, and are un¬ 
able to love unconditionally. 
They always want things 
their way and if they can’t get 
their way they become pun¬ 
ishing, cold and unreason¬ 
able. 

How to Protect Yourself: 
Keep your expectations real¬ 
istic. These are emotionally 
limited people. Try not to fall 
in love with one or expect 
them to be selfless or love 
without strings attached. 
Never make your self-worth 
dependent on them or confide 
your deepest feelings to 
them. To successfully com¬ 
municate, the hard truth is 
that you must show how 
something will be to their 
benefit. If you can avoid it, 
it’s better not to have to con¬ 
tend with this tedious ego 
stroking person. Be matter- 
of-fact and firm. 

2. The Victim: This type 
of person has an incessant 
”poor-me n attitude. They 
constantly feel that the world 
is always against them, this is 
why they’re always unhappy. 
Whenever you offer a solu¬ 
tion to one of their multiple 
problems they always say, 
"Yes, but...” You might end 
up screening your calls or 
purposely avoiding them. If 
you become a friend to them, 
they will wear you out with 
their constant tales of woe 
and dismay. Their sad stories 
make it very difficult for you 
to help them, instead they 


will overwhelm you. A rela¬ 
tionship with such a person 
will stress you out to the max. 

How to Protect Yourself: 
First off, you must set kind 
but firm limits. Listen briefly 
to the “poor me” story and 
then tell them... "I love you 
but I can only listen for a few 
minutes unless you want to 
discuss a solution to the prob¬ 
lem.” If the person is a 
coworker, sympathize by 
saying, "Til keep having good 
thoughts for things to work 
out.” Then say, ”1 hope you 
understand, but I'm falling 
behind in my work and I 
must return to work now.” 
Then use "this isn't a good 
time” body language such as 
crossing your arms and 
breaking eye contact to help 
set these healthy limits. The 
bottom line is, you must be 
firm and limit your interac¬ 
tion and don’t feed into their 
poor me syndrome. 

To have healthy relation¬ 
ships, and to decrease your 
emotional drain, you need to 
take an inventory of the peo¬ 
ple around you. When you 
do, you will recognize those 
who increase your energy 
level, and those who just 
drain your emotions. Once 
you have singled them out, 
decide to spend your time 
with those who give your 
strength and lift you up. And, 
determine to set limits with 
those who drain your energy 
and pull you down. This will 
definitely improve the quality 
of your life. Trust God to give 
you the wisdom to know who 
your “strength” people are 
and who your “destructive” 
people are, and make Him 
your best friend. He will give 
you unusual strength.

AIFF organizers are also con¬ 
scientious of a responsibility to 
local filmmakers, and again 
plan in some way to feature 
those from the region. This 
provides a stimulus for young 
Arubans interested in careers 
in the industry, and the dialogs 
they provided at the first AIFF 
allowed them to learn from 
veterans such a Guillermo Ar¬ 
riaga and Thelma Schoon- 
maker, a three-time Oscar 
winner for editing who has 
done all of Martin Scorcese’s 
major films for the last 40 
years. Every seat for their lec¬ 
tures was filled; notably, not 
with those looking for glam¬ 
orous stars but by those who 
sought useful information and 
advice from respected film¬ 
makers, who were happy to ac¬ 
commodate. 

Giuseppe announced that 
AIFF will also continue with 
their commitment to island en¬ 
vironment by featuring a video 
contest for Aruban youth, 
which will involve the island’s 
ecosystem and its preservation, 
possibly by modern technol¬ 
ogy. Jonathan also mentioned 
a program to encourage films 
about some of Aruba’s pre¬ 
miere attractions, such as 
windsurfing and kitesurfing, 
which will provide an exciting 
showcase for some of our tal¬ 
ented athletes and a challenge 
to the local filmmakers who 
will tell their story. In these 
ways, the AIFF strives to in¬ 


volve the community directly 
in this event, as well as accept¬ 
ing a large number of local 
youth and adults to work as 
volunteers while it takes place. 
Last year, the AIFF also at¬ 
tracted a number of aspiring 
filmmakers and photographers 
from the U.S. and Europe, who 
traveled to Aruba at their own 
expense and volunteered their 
services. 

Last year, Ronella Tjin 
Asjoe-Croes was the CEO of 
the Tourism Corporation of 
Bonaire, so she has the very in¬ 
teresting insight of having 
looked at the first AIFF as an 
island marketing executive of 
a competitive destination. She 
expressed she felt the effort 
was “innovative and refresh¬ 
ing; I followed every moment 
I could.” Though Aruban ven¬ 
dors may not recall individuals 
coming into their shops and 
restaurants telling them they 
were here specifically for the 
AIFF, analysis of the ripples 
would appear to confirm the 
effort accomplished what was 
intended, and is most defi¬ 
nitely worth a second and third 
installment. Ronella promised 
a thorough analysis of how the 
funds will be deployed, and if 
the desired results are 
achieved. “We are investing in 
the festival, but we must invest 
responsibly. We will make 
every effort to insure this is ac¬ 
complished.”

Web users urged to teach 
kids about net safety 

Safer Internet Day focuses 
on online gaming and social 
networks 

Web users are being en¬ 
couraged to use technology 
and mobile phones more re¬ 
sponsibly to ensure they stay 
safe when online, in a bid to 
mark this year's Safer Inter¬ 
net Day. 

According to Christian 
Brindley, senior principal 
systems engineer at security 
vendor Symantec, the growth 
in social gaming has created 
a boom in the use of virtual 
identities online. 

"With users' accounts 
often linked to their social 
networking sites, the poten¬ 
tial for cybercriminals to 
glean personal information 
for illegal activity is higher 
than ever,” he said. 

"Combined with the fact 
that most individuals still rely 
on simple username plus 
password logins, which can 
easily be hacked, social net¬ 
works and gaming sites are 
prime territories for fraud¬ 
sters to find the three pieces 
of information about you 
they need to begin stealing 
your identity.” 

Simon Ellson, Norton's 


consumer security expert be¬ 
lieves the increase of cyber¬ 
crime-related news stories 
over the past year or so has 
helped to highlight the im¬ 
portance of being ultra care¬ 
ful when it comes to online 
activities 

"However, being a victim 
of cybercrime doesn't usually 
have much resonance unless 
you've experienced the bad 
side of it yourself. Safer Inter¬ 
net Day really helps put the sit¬ 
uation into context to promote 
safer and more responsible use 
of the internet to protect our 
virtual lives,” he said. 

"As new technologies be¬ 
come available, cybercrimi¬ 
nals are continuing to use 
sophisticated tricks to trip 
people up so it's important to 
remain vigilant online and 
think twice before departing 
with personal information.” 

Brindley advised web 
users to act cautiously when 
posting anything online and 
inputting passwords. 

"Personal information 
such as full date of birth, 
home address or telephone 
numbers should never be 
publicly displayed. Where 
possible, use sites that offer 
two-factor authentication, 
which works by requiring not 
just a username and password 
but also a unique, one-time 
six-digit security code, gener¬ 
ated by a token or free mobile 
phone application,” he said. 

"This creates a much 
stronger login and helps to 
combat identify theft. In ad¬ 
dition, secure networks and 
home computer security soft¬ 
ware should always be used 
to minimise the risk of hack¬ 
ing and provide warnings 
when users may be at risk.” 

Tony Anscombe, AVG 
Ambassador of Free, re¬ 
vealed teaching and educat¬ 
ing both children and adults 


on the dangers of internet se¬ 
curity has never been more 
important. 

"Children are exposed to 
technology at an increasingly 
early age. A recent study by 
AVG, Digital Skills, revealed 
that children are more ad¬ 
vanced in their technical 
skills than life skills, like rid¬ 
ing a bike," said Anscombe. 

"The shift in childhood be¬ 
haviour is something that 
parents need to not only be 
aware of, but they should also 
take active responsibility to 
ensure their children's safely 
is not compromised.” 

Anscombe advised parents 
to ensure all computers and 
mobiles are protected with 
up-to-date software. He 
added safety should be made 
a priority, not an afterthought. 

"Finally, it is important 
that parents understand the 
role they play on keeping 
their children safe by ensur¬ 
ing that they do not post in¬ 
formation regarding their 
children in the public domain 
that may be used to identify 
their children or cause them 
embarrassment later in life.”

PARIS (AFP) - YouTube 
video-sharing service is the 
most popular website among 
smartphone users, accounting 
for 17 percent of mobile data 
traffic, according to a report 
released Tuesday by network 
firm Allot Communications. 

"As video streaming con¬ 
tinues to reign supreme 
within mobile networks, 
YouTube continues as the 
single most significant web¬ 
site for video steaming and 
sharing, now accounting for 
45 percent of overall mobile 
video streaming traffic and 
17 percent of total traffic on 
mobile networks,” said Allot 
Communications. 

Last month YouTube said 
that it was serving up more 
than 200 million videos daily 
to smartphones and other In¬ 
ternet-linked mobile devices. 

Allot Communication's 
Global Mobile Broadband 
Traffic Report for the second 
half of 2010 found that video 


streaming extended its lead 
over other services, account¬ 
ing for 37 percent of total 
traffic. 

File sharing represented 
30 percent of traffic, which 
Allot said indicates many 
subscribers see mobile Inter¬ 
net as a direct substitute for 
fixed connectivity. 

Internet phone services 
such as Skype and instant 
messaging services ac¬ 
counted for only four percent 
of traffic, but experienced 
strong growth of 87 percent. 

Social networking sites 
experienced rapid mobile 
growth, with Twitter growing 
by 1,800 percent over 2010. 
Facebook grew by 1,000 per¬ 
cent. 

The report also found 
Apple's App Store accounted 
for 89 percent of app store 
traffic, with Android Market 
accounting for just nine per¬ 
cent. It noted that Android 
Market was growing at a 
rapid 177 percent, compared 
to 54 percent for App Store. 

US-based Allot Commu¬ 
nications prepared its report 
based on statistics collected 
from mobile networks 
around the world represent¬ 
ing more than 210 million 
subscribers.

The child, bom to parents 
of Turkish origin and named 
Umut-Talha (Turkish for "our 
hope"), was conceived 
through in-vitro fertilisation 
and was born on January 26 
with a weight of 3.65 kilos

Heart therapy works better in women : 

WASHINGTON (AFP)-For the first time in the history of heart 
disease research, a certain type of treatment has proven more 
effective in women than in men, according to a US study pub¬ 
lished 

Researchers think it may work better in women because they 
tend to suffer from a different kind of heart disease than men. 
Heart disease is the top killer of women in the United States, 
and kills more women annually than it does men. 

The American Heart Association says 42 million American 
women have heart disease. 


China's Olympic pollution cuts could reduce 
cancer: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - If China continued with pollution cut¬ 
backs implemented during the 2008 Olympic Games, Beijing 
residents could see their lifetime lung cancer risk cut nearly in 
half, a study suggested. China emits the most PAHs of any coun¬ 
try in the world, followed by India and the United States. 

The analysis said that Beijing, home to 22 million people, would 
see about 21,200 lifetime cases of lung cancer at current levels 
of PAH pollution. 

However if pollution controls instituted during the Olympics 
were maintained, that number would drop to 11,400. 


Study finds link between genes and depression: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - People who are genetically predisposed 
to produce lower amounts of a certain brain chemical that reg¬ 
ulates appetite and stress may be at higher risk of severe depres¬ 
sion, researchers said. 

The findings should shed more light on how depression affects 
certain people more than others, and could help lead the way 
toward developing more individualized therapies, researchers 
at the University of Michigan said. 

People who produce lower amounts of the brain molecule neu¬ 
ropeptide Y (NPY) had "measurably stronger brain responses 
to negative stimuli and psychological responses to physical 
pain," the study said. 


Junk food diet linked to lower IQ - study: 

PARIS (AFP) - Toddlers who have a diet high in processed 
foods may have a slightly lower IQ in later life, according to a 
British study described as the biggest research of its kind. 

The conclusion, published on Monday, comes from a long-term 
investigation into 14,000 people born in western England in 
1991 and 1992 whose health and well-being were monitored at 
the ages of three, four, seven and eight and a half. 

Parents of the children were asked to fill out questionnaires that, 
among other things, detailed the kind of food and drink their 
children consumed. 


WHO probes swine flu narcolepsy concerns: 

GENEVA (AFP) - Twelve countries have reported suspected 
cases of narcolepsy linked to swine flu jabs, the World Health 
Organisation said as its scientists said the findings warranted 
more investigation.The WHO said in a statement that such sleep 
disorders, mainly in youngsters, had not been seen with vaccines 
in the past, and were more frequent in Sweden, Finland and Ice¬ 
land than in other countries.

It is no secret that nations 
and economies across the 
globe are experiencing tec¬ 
tonic transformations as they 
face tumultuous times of re¬ 
cession and recovery. Caught 
between the 'Scylla’ of 
volatility and the 'Charybdis’ 
of vulnerability, national 
economies are indeed facing 
a 4 new normal’ as they at¬ 
tempt to hold on to past com¬ 
petitiveness, and position 
themselves for future devel¬ 
opment and prosperity. 

Recently, the EU released 
the results of a regional sur¬ 
vey indicating that the EU, 
once leading in innovation, is 
failing to close the innovation 
performance gap with its 
main international competi¬ 
tors: the US and Japan. Al¬ 
though the trends in most EU 
Member States are promising 
despite the economic crisis, 
progress is not fast enough. 
While the EU still maintains 
a clear lead over the emerg¬ 
ing economies of India and 
Russia, Brazil is making 
steady progress, and China is 
catching up rapidly.

Within the EU, Sweden 
is the most impressive per¬ 
former followed by Den¬ 
mark, Finland and Germany 
(see figure above).

Without a strong emphasis 
on directed pro-inno¬ 
vation policies we cannot 
even hope for sustainability. 

Based on extensive studies 
and almost 30 years of expe¬ 
riences, we know that na¬ 
tional innovation plays an 
accelerating role in economic 
development and promotes 
sustai- nability and prosper¬ 
ity.

Pirates hijack giant Italian oil tanker : 

ROME (AFP) - Pirates wielding rocket-launchers seized a large 
Italian oil tanker with a crew of five Italians and 17 Indians east 
of the Yemeni island of Socotra in the Indian Ocean, EU naval 
forces said. 

Spokesman wing commander Paddy O'Kennedy told AFP that 
the 105,000-ton, Italian-owned and flagged Savina Caylyn was 
"confirmed" seized and "is currently sailing west," towards the 
Somali coast. 

According to the Italian navy, the captain tried to evade capture 
by speeding up, suddenly changing gear and firing powerful 
water jets on the skiff, but the pirates opened fire with sub-ma¬ 
chine guns and rocket launchers. 

Initial reports said no-one was hurt in the attack. 

Anglo Irish Bank set to lose 17.6 bln euros : 

DUBLIN (AFP) - State-rescued Anglo Irish Bank said that it 
expects to report a loss of 17.6 billion euros ($24 billion) for 
2010. 

The forecast follows "another exceptionally difficult twelve 
month period for both the Bank and the Irish economy," the na¬ 
tionalised lender said in a statement. 

This position was as a result of additional capital support pro¬ 
vided by the Irish government which bailed out the bank in 
early 2009 at the height of the global financial crisis. 

The Irish government set up NAMA to buy soured property 
loans from banks at a discounted price in a bid to stabilise the 
sector and remove toxic assets from balance sheets. 

Drought threatens China crops, UN Food 
agency warns: 

ROME (AFP) - A severe winter drought is threatening crop pro¬ 
duction in China, the world's biggest wheat provider, the UN's 
Food and Agriculture Organisation (FAO) said in an alert issued 
on. 

Substantially below-normal rainfall since October in Northern 
China has not only put the crop at risk but has also caused short¬ 
ages in drinking water affecting over 2.57 million people and 
their livestock, FAO said. 

The FAO warned that floods and heavy rain across southern 
Africa have damaged thousands of hectares (acres) of farmland, 
raising fears for food supplies. 

Anglo Irish Bank set to lose 17.6 bln euros : 

DUBLIN (AFP) - State-rescued Anglo Irish Bank said that it 
expects to report a loss of 17.6 billion euros ($24 billion) for 
2010. 

The forecast follows "another exceptionally difficult twelve 
month period for both the Bank and the Irish economy," the na¬ 
tionalised lender said in a statement. 

Anglo Irish said the loss included impairment charges of 7.8 
billion euros and a loss of 11.5 billion euros from the sale of 
assets to the National Asset Management Agency (NAMA) — 
a 'bad bank' set up by the Irish government to help stabilise the 
crippled banking system.

Bookstores feeling pain from digital 
technologies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pun¬ 
dits might put a different spin 
on how and when it will hap¬ 
pen but all see a struggle for 
survival by traditional book¬ 
sellers thanks to a growing 
shift to electronic books and 
Internet sales. 

Borders Group, which op¬ 
erates some 500 US stores, 
said in late January it would 
delay payments to vendors, 
landlords and others as it seeks 
to restructure its debt, but 
many analysts see bankruptcy 
or a sale looming for the sec¬ 
ond-largest US bookseller. 

Last year, the money-losing 
number one US bookstore 
group, Barnes & Noble, indi¬ 
cated it was in discussions on 
a sale or other strategic op¬ 
tions. 

"Disruptive change is com¬ 
ing to the book businesses of 
the world and they’re looking 
to the US experience to under¬ 
stand the nature of that change 
and what to do to prepare for 
it," said Mike Shatzkin, head 
of the consultancy Idea Logi¬ 


cal Company and organizer of 
the Digital Book World confer¬ 
ence held recently in New 
York. 

The Internet not only offers 
lower prices for many products 
but now can deliver books dig¬ 
itally to devices like Amazon's 
Kindle, the Apple iPad and 
others. 

E-book sales, meanwhile, 
have more than doubled in 
each of the last three years, ac¬ 
cording to Shatzkin. 

In the coming years, he sees 
the market for traditional 
booksellers tumbling from 72 
percent of the sales to about 25 
percent of the sales, a reduc¬ 
tion of two-thirds. 

This would mean a loss of 
90 percent of bookstore shelf 
space over the next 10 years, 
and a drop from over 1,200 
large bookstores in the United 
States to "maybe 150 decent¬ 
sized stores", he told AFP in an 
email exchange. 

Amazon.com said last 
month it is now selling more 
Kindle books than paperback 


books — 115 ebooks for every 
100 paperbacks, in the US 
market. 

"Bookstores lose customers 
two ways: to e-book sales and 
to print (books) sold online," 
Shatzkin said. "Print online is 
now about 25 percent of print 
sales and e-book sales are 
about 10 percent of print 
sales." 

A Pew Research Center re¬ 
port showed five percent of 
Americans owned an e-book 
reader last year, but that may 
underestimate the trend be¬ 
cause other devices including 
smartphones can be used for 
the same purpose. 

According to Forrester Re¬ 
search, Americans spent an es¬ 
timated $1 billion on e-book 
downloads in 2010 and the 
market is surging. 

Becker said he still sees 
bookstores, but ainly to serve 
particular market niches — like 
university bookstores that sell 
school merchandise, and other 
specialized stores that serve a 
small group. 


US consumers rediscover credit appetite

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 


American shoppers have re¬ 
gained their legendary appetite 
for credit, with credit card 
spending rising in December 
for the first time in 26 months, 
the Federal Reserve reported. 

Long held back by reces¬ 
sion, high unemployment and 
falling home prices, US con¬ 
sumers boosting revolving 
debt — mostly credit card debt 
— by 3.5 percent in December, 
the central bank reported. 

The amount of all outstand¬ 
ing consumer credit rebounded 
2.6 percent in the final quarter 


of 2010 from a year earlier, 
after three quarters of shrink¬ 
ing declines. 

Despite the solid increase, 
for all of 2010 consumer debt 
fell for the second year run¬ 
ning, by 1.6 percent compared 
with a 4.4 percent drop in 
2009, the Fed report said. 

Since the Fed began track¬ 
ing the data in 1943, there was 
only one other year when US 
households cut their debt: in 
1991, by 1.2 percent. 

In last December alone, 
consumer debt increased by 
$6.1 billion after rising $2.0 
billion in November and $7.7 
billion in October. 

The 3.0 percent increase for 
overall debt in December was 
stronger than most analysts ex¬ 
pected and suggested con¬ 
sumers may be more 
comfortable resorting to using 
their plastic, amid a recovering 
economy. 

" Surprisingly, revolving 
consumer credit, which is 
mostly credit card debt, in¬ 
creased by $2.3 billion," No¬ 
mura Global Economics said 
in a client note. 


"The modest gain may indi¬ 
cate that many households 
have brought their credit card 
balances down to a more com¬ 
fortable level relatively to in¬ 
comes. If so, the extra savings 
used to pay down debt may di¬ 
minish in coming months, 
leading to faster consumer 
spending," they said. 

Nonrevolving credit 
loans to finance such items as 
vehicle purchases or university 
education which represent two 
thirds of consumer credit — 
rose 2.8 percent in December.

For love, Chilean woman phones 
in bomb threat 



SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - A 
Chilean woman desperate to 
keep her boyfriend home called 
in a bomb threat as his Iberia 
airline flight to Spain prepared 
for takeoff, police said. 

Francisca Galleguillos al¬ 
legedly warned authorities 
about the would-be bomb on 
week-end, when her boyfriend 
was scheduled to depart from 
Santiago’s international airport 
to Madrid, according to a po¬ 
lice source who requested 
anonymity. 

Marco Arancibia, 39, was 
traveling to Spain to begin 


working on a cruise ship for 
eight months, and there were 
no stops in Chile, according to 
local media reports. 

Galleguillos was arrested 
and transferred to a detention 
center in Santiago. 

Flight 6830 was at the point 
of takeoff when she called au¬ 
thorities and made the false re¬ 
port. As a result, 312 pas¬ 
sengers were evacuated. 

After the crew and passen¬ 
gers got off, authorities 
searched the plane and did not 
find any explosives, Eduardo 
del Canto, head of airport se¬ 
curity, told journalists. 

The passengers spent the 
night at a Santiago hotel and 
were booked onto a flight to 
Spain scheduled to depart the 
nestt, local media reported. 

The woman initially told 
authorities that her boyfriend’s 
father was hospitalized in an 
accident, police said. But when 
that tale proved insufficient, 
she reported a bomb on the 
plane.

S.Korea to make film of Somali piracy raid

SEOUL,S.Korea (AFP)-The 
South Korean navy's dramatic 
raid on Somali pirates who hi¬ 
jacked a ship will be made into 
an action film, a Seoul movie 
producer said. 

Navy commandos rescued 
the Samho Jewelry, an 11,500- 
ton freighter hijacked in the 


Arabian Sea, and its 21 crew - 
- including eight South Kore¬ 
ans — in a dramatic pre-dawn 
raid. 

Five pirates were killed in 
the January 21 operation. The 
South Korean captain was 
wounded but none of the other 
crew members was injured. 


During the much-praised 
mission, the navy captured five 
pirates who were later flown to 
South Korea to face possible 
trial. 

The upcoming movie will 
resemble "Saving Private 
Ryan”, a Hollywood epic 
about a group of World War II 
US soldiers going behind 
enemy lines to rescue a para¬ 
trooper, said a spokesman for 
production house Christmas 
Entertainment. 

"This is such dramatic, per¬ 
fect material for a movie,” said 
the spokesman, adding produc¬ 
tion will cost about 20 billion 
won ($18 million). 

He said the story will 
largely centre on members of 
the UDT/SEAL units who 
staged the rescue. 

The film, whose working 
title is "Dawn in the Gulf of 
Aden”, will start shooting in 
September for scheduled re¬ 
lease in February 2012.

Kallis may only bat 
in WCup warm-up 


ROTTERDAM (AFP) - 
Frenchman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga on Tuesday sauntered 
into the second round of the 
ATP Rotterdam Open after a 
6-4, 6-4 defeat of Bulgarian 
Grigor Dimitrov and declared 
the era of domination from 
Roger Federer and Rafael 
Nadal is over. 

The eighth-seed who lost 
the 2008 Australian Open 
final to Novak Djokovic said 
that the Serb's victory in Mel¬ 
bourne little more than a 
week ago over Andy Murray 
marked a gate-crashing of the 
private party enjoyed by the 
Swiss and Spaniard for the 
last half-decade. 

"Federer and Nadal are not 
alone (at the top of the rank¬ 
ings) any more,” said Tsonga, 
who fired 11 aces in his 75- 
minute win over the 19-year- 
old Dimitrov. 

"Maybe on clay, things 
(Nadafs victories) are still the 
same, but not on other sur¬ 


faces. 

"Djokovic and Murray are 
beating Nadal and Federer 
very often, all the players are 
improving their games. It's 
not just about Nadal and Fed¬ 
erer any more." 

Tsonga said that his pres¬ 
ent world ranking of 18 after 
an injury-marred 2010 sea¬ 
son, which saw him fall out 
of the Top 10, was not a re¬ 
flection of his present form. 

"Fve also improved my 
game but my ranking has 
gone backwards," he said. "I 
feel that I'm playing better 
than two or three years ago. 

"I’m in good shape and 
taking the matches here step 
by step - but I still feel I have 
a chance to win the title," said 
Tsonga, who has won five 
ATP titles. 

Dimitrov, ranked 86th, 
saved a match point one 
game from the end against 
Tsonga, who next plays com¬ 
patriot Michael Flodra. 


Third seed David Ferrer 
was the first top ranked 
player to lose as the Spaniard 
lost 6-3, 6-4 to Finn Jarkko 
Nieminen in the opening 
round. 

Ferrer, who lost to Andy 
Murray in the Australian 
Open semi-finals after oust¬ 
ing compatriot Nadal in the 
last eight, found himself 
adrift indoors at the Ahoy sta¬ 
dium. 

The world number six 
who won his first nine 
matches of the season, was 
unable to replicate his first- 
round win over Nieminen in 
Melbourne, exiting in 75 
minutes after holding a 3-1 
lead in the second set. 

The 43rd-ranked Niemi¬ 
nen, a 2006 semifinalist here, 
will play Serb Viktor Troicki 
in the second round after im¬ 
proving his modest record 
this season to 2-3. 

The victory was the first 
for Nieminen in a month 
since Doha, a victory fol¬ 
lowed by first-round defeats 
in Sydney and Melbourne. 

Croatian seventh seed 
Ivan Fjubicic defeated 
Ukrainian Sergiy Stakhovsky 
7-6 (7/3), 6-3 while German 
Philipp Kohlschreiber lined 
up as a possible opponent for 
top seed Robin Soderling 
after defeating Fu Yen-Hsun 
of Taiwan 6-4, 7-6 (7/5). 

Soderling, a two-time 
Roland Garros finalist, is set 
to begin his campaign against 
Dutchman Robin Haase. 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Star South Africa all-rounder 
Jacques Kallis may only bat 
in a Cricket World Cup 
warm-up against Zimbabwe 
in India Saturday as he recov¬ 
ers from a rib injury. 

Team officials said caution 
was the key word despite as¬ 
surances from the veteran 
that he was fit and raring to 
go after being injured last 
month in the drawn Test 
against India at Newlands. 

Fast bowler Dale Steyn — 
ranked number one in the 
world at Test level — con¬ 
firmed he was "good" after 
being involved in a Cape 
Town hit-and-run car acci¬ 
dent last weekend. 

South Africa headed to 
India on Tuesday with public 
and media expectations lower 
than in previous tournaments 
where the Proteas reached the 
semi-finals three times and 
the quarter-finals once in five 
appearances. 

Ironically, the worst show¬ 
ing was in 2003 when they 
hosted the quadrennial 
cricket showcase and made a 
humiliating first round exit 
afer getting their sums wrong 
in a run chase against Sri 
Fanka. 

Captain Graeme Smith, 
who stands down as one-day 
skipper after the World Cup, 
believes "really good bond¬ 
ing sessions" could take his 
team to a first International 


Cricket Council tournament 
triumph. 

While he detests the 
"choker" tag placed on his 
team, they have repeatedly 
failed when it comes to the 
crunch, most recently as 2009 
Champions Trophy hosts 
when the Proteas did not get 
past the first round. 

"That is the nature of 
knockout tournaments, that is 
what makes them so tough 
and exciting. The stakes are 
always so high," said the skip¬ 
per who turned 30 this month. 

"Pressure is part of your 
life as an international sports¬ 
man and you learn to deal 
with it. 

"We have had some good 
chats among ourselves. We 
are as well prepared as we 
can be for this tournameent," 
Smith said of the February 19 
to April 2 championship 
being co-hosted by India, 
Bangladesh and Sri Fanka. 

After facing neighbours 
Zimbabwe in Chepauk, 
South Africa confront World 
Cup title holders Austalia in 
Bangalore on February 15 
before opening their Group B 
campaign against the West 
Indies nine days later. 

Test nations Bangladesh, 
England and India and quali¬ 
fiers Ireland and the Nether¬ 
lands complete the 
mini-league with the top four 
teams advancing to the 
knockout phase.

Fans celebrate Packers 1 triumph 



GREEN BAY, Wisconsin fans in this Northeastern Wis- 
(AFP) - For many football consin mill town of 102,000 


people, the view on Monday 
of their beloved Green Bay 
Packers was measured in 
minutes, if not seconds. 

Still, 35,000 lined neigh¬ 
borhood streets and jammed 
the Lambeau Field parking 
lot to offer their team a brief 
but hearty ’’welcome home” 
after Sunday’s victory over 
the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
Super Bowl 45 in Dallas. 

”1 didn’t know which bus 
anyone was on, and I 
couldn’t really see who any¬ 
one was, but it’s just so excit¬ 
ing,” said Packers fan Finda 
Vander Pas shortly after 
watching a quick parade of 
buses carry the team through 
Green Bay’s west side. 

She traveled 20 miles 
from her home then stood for 
several hours in sub-freezing 
temperatures weather despite 
knowing she would see little 
of the players. 

Police said the crowd was 
well behaved, reporting no 
problems along the 6.2 miles 
of streets leading to the Sta¬ 
dium from Austin Straubel 
International Airport. 

Nor were there any inci¬ 
dents at Lambeau Field, 
where fans strained to get au¬ 
tographs or high-fives in the 
moments it took for players 
to disembark from the white 
Green Bay Transit buses and 
stroll to their cars. 

Unlike most modem fran¬ 
chises, which often are 
owned by billionaire corpora¬ 
tions or individuals who have 
made millions from them, the 
Packers tmly belong to the 
community. 

The team’s owners are the 
people who work in the paper 
mills, hospitals and busi¬ 
nesses throughout the Fox 
River Valley and own non¬ 
voting shares of stock in the 
team. 

Some Packers sharehold¬ 
ers were among the several 
hundred people who showed 
up at Lambeau on Monday to 


shovel snow from the field in 
advance of the celebration. 

The Packers regularly 
seek fans to shovel the sta¬ 
dium at the rate of eight dol¬ 
lars per hour when snow 
blankets the area before 
games and other events, and 
hundreds show up for the op¬ 
portunity. 

The team asked for an¬ 
other 100 to shovel on Tues¬ 
day, in advance of a 
community celebration billed 
as ”A Return to Titletown.” 

Hannah Elliott was not 
among the people who shov¬ 
eled the stadium, but she had 
an excuse: a shortage of sleep 


after making the 700-mile 
drive from her home in east¬ 
ern Nebraska after work on 
Friday to enjoy Super Bowl 
weekend with family and 
friends in her native Green 
Bay. 

’’Other teams have some 
fans who are this crazy and 
this dedicated,” Elliott told 
the Green Bay Press-Gazette 
as she stood in the frigid 
weather with hundreds of 
people lining a street, a knit 
’’Lambeau” cap covering her 
head. ’’But ALL Packers fans 
are this crazy and this dedi¬ 
cated.”

European clubs blast FIFA 


GENEVA (AFP) - European 
football clubs on Tuesday 
voiced strong opposition to 
talk of a winter World Cup and 
criticised the way world gov¬ 
erning body FIFA has been 
handling changes in football. 

? ’The time for monopolies 
is over. Football needs 


democracy and trans¬ 
parency,” said European Club 
Association chairman Karl- 
Heinz Rummenigge. 

"ECA members agree that 
all clubs must be meaning¬ 
fully involved in all decisions 
affecting club football. 

In a statement, the ECA 


expressed ”its concern on the 
way matters of such impor¬ 
tance are managed by foot¬ 
ball's world governing body” 
and "its opposition” to the 
"disruption” of mooted 
changes to the international 
fixture list including a winter 
World Cup. 


It pointed to the sudden 
discovery of a FIFA decision 
last October to add eight new 
dates to the international 
match list in 2011 to 2014 
"without any consultation” or 
"precise reason”, despite 
growing warnings about 
player exhaustion. 


The stance of powerful 
European clubs, which own 
many of the world's top inter¬ 
national players, added to a 
wave of discontent with FIFA 
in the wake of the controver¬ 
sial race late last year to host 
the 2018 and 2022 World 
Cups.
